Sir: 


Having failed to get over to Philadelphia, as I have been expecting to do for some time, I 
shall have to call upon you for a report on the silver dollar storage, and on the vault question in 
general, with reference to the amount of silver dollars stored at present capacity for future 
storage, expedients that have been adopted and expedients to be suggested. 


So far as I can see, the burden of the storage of the future production of silver dollars will 
rest more or less with us, in the lack of any provision by Congress. It becomes necessary 
therefore to suggest the nature of the expedients to be adopted for the relief of the present want 
of capacity described in yours of the 27th of October, and the Cashier’s enclosure. 


I wish to make this mater the subject of remark in my annual report which, in part, is now 
in press, and it is important, therefore, that the information desired be transmitted without delay 
as soon as it can be prepared. 


It seems to me after the vaults at the Post Office Building are filled it will be proper to 
demand relief from their further custody. 


I hope to see you next week.
